THE SHOW IS HERE 


Big Circus Pitches Its Tents at 
Liberty Park. 


BIG. BRILLIANT PARADE 


Col. Lewis Sells In Direct Manage­ 
ment of the show—Number 
of Men and Horses. 


The circus is here, and so are 
several hundred visitors from near­ 
by towns and from the country dis­ 
tricts. 
The weather is all that a 
circus could wish, and that means 
perfect. 
A thunder storm came up about 
3 o’clock this morning, and a cou­ 
ple of showers of rain fell, but by 
7130 a. m. nearly all the clouds 
had drifted away, the sun 'fehone 
warm, and a stiff breeze tempered 
the 
severity 
of 
its 
mid-summer 
rays. 
T he circus arrived about 2 a. m., 
from Warrensburg, in three sec­ 
tions, and, as on all such occasions, 
plenty of men, women and children 
were on hand when the unloading 
began. 
The trains were unloaded 
west ot the Union depot and the 
wagons 
were 
taken 
at once to 
Liberty park, where the tents are 
pitched. 
The parade in the forenoon had 
many special 
features, 
and was 
witnessed by thousands of people, 
who lined the walks along Ohio 
street from 
Sixth to 
Main, and 
many of the other streets had large 
crowds, who witnessed the parade 
as it came frorh or returned to the 
show grounds. 
There is an attraction about a 
circus parade that never grows old, 
no matter how much alike they are, 
^ and it may be said to the credit of 
the 
Forepaugh and 
Sells shows 
that their parade fully sustained 
the reputations in this 
direction 
both the old shows gained after 
many successful years. 
A dam Forepaugh and the Sells 
have been coming to this section 
for many years, and have never 
disappointed the public. 
The con­ 
solidation of the two interests has 
made the show bigger and better, 
and this was reflected in the parade 
this morning. 
These figures are furnished by 
Col. Lewis Sells, who is the imme­ 
diate director of the shows, and 
who is one of the famous 
Sells 
family : 
The circus carries 650 people, in­ 
cluding some of the best perform­ 
ers, ladies and gentlemen, in the 
country. 
T o do the business of the circus 
4C0 horses are required, and some 
of these require as many as three 
i»»ets of harness each. 
The horses 
and trappings are in excellent con­ 
dition. 
A herd of fourteen elephants is 
a part of the circus property. 
The large tent will seat 15,000 
people, and has often been packed 
to far beyond that number, people 
sitting on the grass at the foot of 
the long rows of raised seats and 
occupying nearly all the passage 
ways. 
T he parade was a mile long and 
contained 100 carved cages 
and 
chariots, some of the former being 
open on the sides, showing intrepid 


men and women among the wild 
beasts therein. 
There were some features of the 
parade worthy of note.~ ^ 
The first band chariot was drawn 
by twenty horses, four abreast, and 
carried a Goddess of Liberty and 
lion. 
The car of state was drawn 
by 
three 
elephants 
tandem. 
In 
one of the open cages were three 
lion cubs, 
littered 
the 
day 
the 
North Atlantic squadron destroyed 
Cervera’s fleet at Santiago de C u ­ 
ba, 
and 
they have been named 
Dewey, Sampson and Schley. 
It is announced that all sorts of 
games 
of chance 
are 
positively 
prohibited, and nothing will be al­ 
lowed that will offend the moral 
sense of propriety. 
Mr. Sells has immediate direc­ 
tion of all the 
departments, 
his 
aides and lieutenants reporting to 
him at short intervals, so that he 
has the whole show well under his 
eye all the time, from the moment 
the train leaves one station until 
they are ready to leave the next. 
The music today was especially 
good, Mr. Sells priding himself on 
the number and excellence of his 
bands. 
The afternoon performance at­ 
tracted a 
large 
crowd, 
and no 
doubt the evening entertainment 
will test the seating capacity of 
the circus.

Co ulter insists that

so , either. 
He say s that Musician 
Jo hn Campbell and Private Israel 
Ruff made the trip 
acro ss the 
river 
and 
captured 
a 
bo at 
mo o red 
o n 
the 
o ppo site 
side. 
The Tenth regiment’s lieutenant 
say s that he received the surrender 
o f the Filipino s, as he was the o nly 
o fficer present at the time, and 
cro ssed the river in the bo at which 
two members o f the Tenth secured 
fo r him. 
He adds that he met 
Co lo nel Funsto n several times after 
the event and that there was no 
difference between them as to who 
was respo nsible fo r the capture o f 
the men who have been so earnest­ 
ly fighting the so ldiers o f this 
co untry .

Shall Do With It. 


NOTE REQUIREMENTS. 


So me Facts Yo u Sh o u ld Rememb er 
Wh en Yo u Fin d a Fo rtu n e 
In Mo n ey . 


^ 
What would you do if you were 
to find $5,000 or $300 or any other 
sum of money? 
Keep it and say nothing? 
There are men serving terms in 
the Missouri penitentiary for doing 
that very thing. 
Three negroes found $5,000 or 
more in currency near Kirkwood 
last week. 
They took it to the 
United States subtreasury. Eventu­ 
ally it will be returned to them 
unless a better ownership appears. 
Miss Lena Nolte, a Carondelet 
young woman found a pocketbook 
containing $317 on the platform of 
the 
Iron 
Mountain 
station and 
handed the money to the station 
agent, who gave it to the owner. 
Her mother thought she should 
either have reported it at the police 
station or else kept it and adver- 
tised for the owner. 
What is the proper and lawful 
thing to do under such circum­ 
stances? 
It may be a long time 
before you find any money, says 
an exchange, but when you do the 
disposition of it may puzzle you 
unless you inquire into the law on 
that subject.* 
This is what the law says you 
must d o : 
1. 
If any person 
finds 
any 
money, goods, right in action, or 
other personal property, or valua­ 
ble thing whatever, of the value of 
ten dollars or more, the owner of 
which is unknown, he shall, within 
ten day, make an affidavit before 
some justice of the county, stating 
when and where he found the 
same, that the owner is unknown 
Ao him,and that he has not secreted, 
1 withheld or disposed of any part 
thereof. 
2. 
Such justice shall then, if 
necessary, summon three disinter­ 
ested householders to appraise the 
same; such appraisers, or any two 
of them, shall make two lists of the 
valuation and description of such 
property, money, or other valuable 
thing, and sign and make oath to 
the same, and shall deliver one of 
the lists to the finder and the other 
to the justice of the peace. 
3. 
The justice 
shall 
file such 
list, and the finder shall transmit a 
copy of the same to the clerk of 
the county court within 
15 days, 
and shall set up at the court house 
door, and four other public places 
in township or city, a copy of such 
valuation within ten days. 
4.

THE TEASEL. 


Occupies a Peculiar Place Among Useful 
Plants. 
The teasel, a variety of tlie thistle 
family , has a peculiar place amon g 
useful plan ts, in that it d oes n ot fur­ 
n ish raw material to be worked up 
in to articles of utility , but its crown 
is used d irectly in the process of m an ­ 
ufacturin g woolen good s. I ’he homo 
of the teasel is southern Europe, more 
especially the south of Fran ce. The 
Fren ch or Avign on teasel is raised 
n ear St. Eein y , an d also in the d epart­ 
men t of Ahn ieluse, where it grows to 
a height of five or six feet. 
Freiu‘li 
teasels are con sid ered superior 
to 
those of southern German y , on ac­ 
coun t of the greater hard n ess an d d u ­ 
rability of their curved , hook-like }>ro- 
jection s— d ue, it is su]>posed , to tlie 
greater amoun t of min eral m atter ab­ 
sorbed by the Fren ch ])lan t. 
In 
Fran ce, also, the stalk is at first n ot 
cut quite through, so that the thistle 
tops han g an d d ry while still on the 
stalk. 
For this reason they are bet­ 
ter cured an d much more elastic an d 
an d tovigh than those of German y , 
where tlie custom is to d rv tlie thistle 
in oven s. 
In comparin g tlie Avign on witli 
the German teasel, ii is foun d that G.i 
bracts or ])rickles of the Fren eli plan t 
are more horizon tal, ihe German he- 
iiig more or less ben t. 
It is believed , 
in d eed , tliat the Fren ch plan t is a 
special variety , an d that 
even 
if 
FTen eh seed werej)Ian ted in (iCi-man y 
the plan t would retrograd e an d be­ 
come the ord in ary German 
plan t. 
Yet Dr. Lobe, who is an authority on 
the plan t, say s: 
‘’If tliis were true, 
the cause of failure eould he on ly ilie 
climate, as German y has the

same way as in Fran ce." i t has been 
foun d that when the same metlio'ls 
liave been followed in German y in 
han d lin g tlie prod uct it closely re­ 
sembles the F’ren eh.

T h is is w hat the law says you 


must do :

m oney, goods, right in action, or 
other personal property, or valua­ 
ble th in g w hatever, of the value of 
ten dollars or more, the ow n er of 
which is u n k n o w n , he shall, within 
ten day, m ake an affidavit before 
some justice of the county, stating 
w h en and 
w here 
he 
found 
the 
same, that the ow n er is u n kn o w n 
to him , and that he has not secreted, 
w ith held or disposed of any part 
thereof. 
2. 
Su ch justice shall then, 
if 
necessary, summon three disinter­ 
ested householders to appraise the 
same ; such appraisers, or any tw o 
of them, shall m ake tw o lists of the 
valuation and description of such 
property, m oney, or other valuable 
thing, and sign and m ake oath to 
the same, and shall deliver one of 
the lists to the finder and the other 
to the justice of the peace.

T h e justice 
shall 
file such 
list, and the finder shall transmit a 
c o p y of the same to the clerk of 
the cou n ty court w ith in 
15 days, 
and shall set up at the court house 
door, and four other public places 
in tow n sh ip or city, a c o p y of such 
valuation w ith in ten days.

R obb, w hen 
seen by a D e m o c r a t reporter and 
ask ed his intentions in the pre m ­ 
ises, stated tha t he w ou ld pay no 
a tte ntion to the B a rne tt bill w ha t­ 
ev er, as he had the w ritte n opinion 
of J u d g e 
W . 
M. 
W illiam s, 
of 
Boonv ille, and tw o other law y ers 
in S edalia assu ring him tha t the 
la w w as absolu tely nu ll and v oid, 
and ev en if not nu ll a nd v oid, it 
"In no m a nner affected him nor any 
of the S edalia tow nship officers. 
H e said he w ou ld proceed ju st the 
same as if the law had nev er been 
enacted. 
A g entlem an w ho had carefu lly 
re a d the opinion of

B ohling, of this city , concu rs, w hen 
qu estioned by

foid, tha t it cou ld in no sense ap- 
ly to tow nship officers of Sedalia 
tow nship,becau se the w ord “ tow n­ 
s hip” is not so m u ch as m entioned 
in the entire bill. 
T ha t the bill 
refers ex clu siv ely , both in the title 
a nd tex t, to cities of fifteen thou ­ 
sand and u nd er thirty -fiv e thou sand 
inhabita nts. 
“ T he am end ed pa rt of the bill 
reads as follow s: 
‘P rov ided, fu r­ 
ther, tha t in cities hav ing a popu ­ 
lation of ov er fifteen thou sand and 
u nd e r thirty -fiv e thou sand a nd ly ­ 
ing w holly w ithin one tow nship, 
ex c e pting cities operating u nder a 
special charter, all fees collected in 
crim inal cases for serv ices of con­ 
stables shall be tu rned in to the 
cou nty cou rt, and said cou rt shall 
deposit said fees w ith the cou nty 
treasu rer. T he ju stice of the peace 
before w hom any case is tried shall 
accou nt to the cou nty cou rt and 
tu rn in all su ch fees at each reg u ­ 
lar m eeting of the cou rt. 
In lieu 
of all fees in crim inal cases the 
c ou nty cou rt shall allow the con­ 
stables in su ch cities the su m of $5 0 
per m onth,’ show ing plainly tha t 
tow nship 
officers 
w ere 
not 
in 
a ny sense inclu ded. 
“ T he law prov ides tha t ju stices 
of the peace a nd constables in any 
cities hav ing a popu lation of ov er 
fifteen thou sand and u nd er thirty - 


fiv e thou sand, and su ch cities m u st 
be w holly w ithin one tow nship and 
su ch city m u st not be u nder special 
charter. 
“ T he y 
hold and 
declare, and 
su stain 
the same by 
am ple 
au ­ 
thority , tha t if the law w ere con­ 
stitu tional and legal, it cou ld in no 
m anner affect any officers ex cept 
the police ju dge and the city m a r­ 
shal, becau se by statu te, they are 
m ade ex -officio ju stice of the peace 
and constable w ithin the corporate 
limits. 
“ A nd , fu rther, state tha t if the 
law w ere legal and constitu tional 
in ev ery respect, cou ld not apply to 
Sedalia, becau se, according to the 
last censu s, the city of Sedalia had 
only fou rteen thou sand and six ty - 
eight 
inhabitants 
and 
this 
bill 
cou ld only apply to those hav ing 
fifteen thou sand and u nder thirty - 
fiv e thou sand. 
“ T here is no w ay to determ ine 
the popu lation of a city ex cept by 
a legal censu s tak en u nder direc­ 
tion of law. 
“ T he title of the bill is “ fees of 
constables” 
in 
cities of 
fifteen 
thou sand 
and 
u nder 
thirtv -fiv e 
thou sand inhabitants. 
“ M ak es no reference to tow n­ 
ship officers. 
T he ju stices of the 
peace and constables of 
Sedalia 
tow nship are tow nship officers and 
not city officers. 
‘T n short, they declare that the 
law is u nconstitu tional, arbitrary 
and w ithou t rhy m e or reason and 
can not 
stand. 
T ha t 
the same 
does not apply neither to the city 
of Sedalia nor to Sedalia tow nship, 
nor to any other city or tow nship 
in M issou ri.”

WILL TEST A LAW. 


Tnat Relating to Fees as Jurors and 
Witnesses who Owe Taxes. 


John M. Talbot will test 
the 
new law under which the county 
officials are refusing to pay witness 
or jury fees to any person against 
whom 
back 
taxes stand on the 
books, says Saturday’s vSt. Joseph 
News. 
He has bought fees from 
witnesses 
who owe 
back 
taxes, 
and claims that the law is uncon­ 
stitutional as it is being applied. 
The new law was passed by the 
last legislature, and was signed by 
the governor M ay 11 of this year. 
It became operative at once, but 
back of that time, according to the 
contention of Talbot, it has no ef­ 
fect. 
He is so well satisfied that 
his position is correct that he will 
institute a suit to test it. 
The action will be against the 
county treasurer, and will 
be 
a 
friendly one, for the sole purpose 
of testing the law 
It is an ex 
post facto law, as it is being ap­ 
plied now. 
V/itnesses and jurors, 
when they present a warrant for 
fees, are required to present at the 
same time a certificate from the 
county collector stating that they 
are not delin(|U8nt in the payment 
of taxes. 
Talbot’s contention is that taxes 
due before May 11 cannot be com­ 
puted in the enforcement of the 
law. 
A n y t a x e s due on or after 
May II, 
1899, the day the law 
was signed and went into effect, 
can be held against witnesses and 
jurors. 
Several lawyers have given opin­ 
ions on the subject, and they hold 
that Talbot is 
right. 
He holds 
many orders for witness fees that 
could not be collected should the 
law be r s the county oflicials are 
interpreting it now. 
Payment has 
been refused on the warrants he 
holds on that account, and he will 
institute the suit in one case to 
make a test.

aDsolu tely 
de­ 
stroy ed 
by 
this process. 
It is 
said, 
fu rthermore, 
that 
the 
preparation is most efficaciou s 
for 
the destru ction of all insects on 
cattle, as well as being a prev ent- 
iv e of all manner of parasitic at­ 
tack s. For these pu rposes the ju ice 
is mix ed in the proportion of one 
part to twenty of water. 
It is rec­ 
ommended that the. lotion be not 
u sed as a general bath, bu t ap­ 
plied gradu ally on limited su r­ 
faces. 
It shou ld not be brou ght 
in contact with sores or erosions 
of 
any k ind. 
The benefits accru ing 
from the u se of these mix tu res are 
said to be greatly enhanced by mix ­ 
ing 100 grams 
( 3 . 5 2 7 4 ou nces) of 
soda cry stals with each liter of 
dilu ted ju ice.
